Black River Falls is Doomed and Town of 2,000 


May Be Destroyed—-Feared There Has Been 


Much loss of life—Business Blocks 


and Residences Are Swept Away. 


LaCrosse, Oct. 7.—(2 p. m.)—A courier who has just 


reached here reports that North Bend, Wis., has been 
completely destroyed by the flood. No details have been 
received and wire communication has been cut off.

pole the mayor of Black River Falls today telephoned 
Mayor Dengler of this city, "We want food; we want 
clothing; we need money; people are starving."

the fact that all telegraph and tele- 
phone poles nave been washed away 
and communication with the flood- 
ed districts is entirely cut off. 


Ten houses were.swopt against and 


tore out a span of the wagon bridge 
at BJack River Falls late yesterday 
and it is feared 40 occupants ot the 
houses may have lost their lives. 


Last night farmhouses and build- 


ings from the valley between 
Hat- 


field and Black River Falls continue 
to come down with the torrent, in- 
dicating widespread disaster and pos- 
sible loss of life in the country dis- 
tricts. 


Thirty of the principal buildings at 


Black River Falls were undermined 
and toppled over and about the same 
number of residences were carried 
away in the flood. 
The only reason 


Iherp was not serious loss of life, was 
hecauso timely 
warnings 
were re- 


ceived. 


Just as in the great Austin flood, a 


telephone operator played the hero 
part in this great Wisconsin flood. 
With almost every resident in Black 
River Falls fleeing out of the town, 
the girl operator stuck to her post 
and sent warning in every direction. 
She left only when the water started 
to flood the floor whcro 
she was 


working.

The property 
loss 
already has 


gone into the millions. Towns on the 
river below Hatfield that are flood- 
ed aro Halcyon, Wiight, Black River 
Falls, Irving, Melrose, North Bend, 
Stevenson, Glagow, Decorah Prairie, 
Lytles, Onaska and North LaCrosse. 
Railroads have been heavy sufferers 
and much track has been washed out 
on the Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and 


Sault Ste. Marie Roads. 
The trains 


between the Twin Cities and Chicago 
are forced to make wide detours in 
order to get around the flooded dis- 
tricts. 


Toinaha bridge, at Black River 


Falls, normally 40 feet above the wa- 
ter, is now hut 10 feet above water 
and foot traffic over it has been stop- 
ped. 


In a final desperate effort to save 


the big clam at Hatfield workmen late 
this afternoon dynamited the batiks 
of the canal leading from the Hat- 
field reservoir to the power house, 
releasing the water into the bed of 
the river below, thus relieving the 
strain on tho mam dam.

ed by telephone, Caretaker True, of 
the Dells Dam, mounted a horse anc 
rode all night warning farmers to 
escape. 
Wagons

household goods and started for high 
ground, but as the country is flat foi 
many miles, it is not known whether 
all escaped.

The flood traveled from Hatfield 


to Black River Falls 
in one hour. 


Farm houses, fences, barns and other 
debris was carried 
along 
and the 


strain of this debris pressed against 
the wagon bridge at the latter city, 
tearing out one span of the structure. 


The flood district contains miles of 


cranberry marshes full of camps of 
Indians engaged in harvesting the 
berries. 
There is fear that many In- 


dians have perished. 


The Hatfield water power consists 


of two great lakes or reservoirs, each 
covering several miles. 
The upper 


reservoir has been retained by the 
Dells dam which gave way, emptying 
the great lake into the lower resej-- 
voir. The lower dam. at Hatfield.is 
built the same way, and the water 
rising swiftly, 
washed out several 


feet of earth covering- the west wall 
here and tore down the canal and 
covered the surrounding country. 


The two dams are owned by the 


LaCrosse Light and Power Company 
and the Hatfield dam was one of the 
largest in this section of the country. 
It is valued at $2,000,000 being made 
of reinforced concrete. It backs up 
water, forming a five mile lake— 
Lake Arbutus. 
Above this is the 


Dells dam.

•ntly helpless. 
She has seen, the last 


remnant of the one time great Otto- 
nan empire in Africa slip from her 
rasp practically without an effort to 
ave it. 
Rent by internal divisions 


.hreatened with revolt in her ever 
turbulent European provinces sur- 
•ounded on every hand by relentless 
foes she remains plunged in apatay. 


At the outbreak of the war grave 


'ears were expressed iu the capitals 
of Europe that a general European, 
conflict might be provoked. 
Italy's 


action in attacking Prevesa, a port in 
~uropean Turkey, was bitterly rg*- 
seuted by Austria, which threatened 
to take a hand in-the- dispute If Ital- 
au troops were landed la Albania. 
The storm was averted however by 
.he decision of the Rome government 
o cease its operations in the Adri- 
atic. 


The most disquieting news at pres- 


nt comes from Athens. 
One army 


corps of the Greek army has been 
mobilized there and there is a fever- 
sh activity on the part of the G-reek 
var department. Turkey helpless in 
Africa is said to be willing to recoup 
lerself by seizing Thessaly.

their affliction, and give them a means 
of earning the whole or at least a part 
of their living 


Through the women's organizations 


and clubs of the state, an effort will 
be made to sell the household linens 
and knitted goods which the. blind wo- 
men can make in their homes.

there is always an interest 
in 
the 


handicapped, always plenty of philan- 
thropic housekeepers who are willing 
to aid in such undertakings, they will 
be asked to purchased these articles 
which will be sold 011 their merit. The 
stock for these things 
will 
be pur- 


chased by the 
commission in large 


quantities, thercbv securing the bene- 
fit of the 
lowest cash prices. 
The 


blind women will receive the 
differ- 


ence between the actual cost of the 
raw material and the' retail 
selling 


price of the finished articles.

whether in the form of a certificate of 
deposit,^ a savings account or other- 
wise, is taxable.

its special attention, to the end that 
no kind of property taxable under our 
laws shall escape its fair share of the 
burdens of taxation.
